My dear Carrie & Johnz 


Consistent with a lifelong reputation for indolence and procrastination 
I am exemplifying afresh my right to that unenviable distinction by this de- 
layed answer to your letter. 


I am enclosing a copy of the family Bible record of Wm. Ford, which is 
an exact copy of the family Bible of Stephen Ford, Sr., I, myselfj having 
made the verification. The record does not contain anything pertaining to 
marriages. I suppose that it would not be justifiable, however, to conclude 
that they all passed down the checkered pathway of life under the banction 
of common law marriage. So, also, the record does not state anything in ref- 
erence to the deaths if any. It would be more reasonable I suppose to con- 
clude that because there was no record, that all these people were, like 
Elijah of old, translated ih a chariot of fire with horses of fire. While 
there may be some uncertainty a8 to whether there were celestial phenomena 
of this. kind, one thing is ¢ertain, the mantle of none of these worthly 
férebears fell on més 


My Father was the youngest of the family and as was the custom of those 
days, the youngest of the male members of the family inherited the farm and 
kept the "old folks", so that naturally my Mother was well informed as to the 
family history. I heard often from the lips of both my Father and my Mother 
and in particular my Mother, more or less of the family history. Briefly, 
the story is this: 


That Grandfather Ford in 1795 with three other heads of families came 
to Richmond and entered from the government a section of land, each one tak- 
ing a quarter section. They each cleared a plot of land and erected a cabin, 
going back East for the winter, Grandfather Ford came from the vicinity of 
Baltimore. The story is that Ruth Stevenson, the daughter of a planter and 
Slave owner, eloped with Grandfather Ford, who was a mechanic, a saddler and 
that her family feeling that she had degraded herself by marrying among the 
lowly, cast her off and that no visits were ever exchanged between the fam- 
ilies - whether there was correspondence, I am unable to say. My Mother, 
who was a woman of discrimination, told me that Grandmother Ford was a some- 
what unusual womans that she possessed a fine bearing and dignity, having 
good mental power, was a good manager and executive. 


Grandfather Ford had the reputation of good ability and education, 
such as was common in those days and that in his active days was qualified 
in the subject of making wills, deeds, etc, to such an extent that people 
came from long distances- Urichsville and other points- to have him transact 
such business for them, Whether he charged lawyer's fees for these services 
I am unable to say. Grandfather Ford was a Whig in politics, belonging to 
the Anti-slavery party and I suppose the "know nothings". It is reported 
that his house was a station in the "underground railway" that existed in 
that time and that his house was the first Methodist church established in 
the Richmond neighborhood, 


It is reported that when the Stevensons' Estate (Grandmother's Father) 
was settled, she inherited as her part of the estate five slaves. It was 
reported that she refused to accept the inheritance. 
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My father frequently told me that at the time he came West there were 
two cousins by the name of Ford - one of them settling at Burton, Ohio, the 
family afterwards establishing at that point one of the strongest banks in 
Northern Ohio. Of this banking institution I know well myself. It was from 
this family that Seabury Ford came, who was one time Governor of the State 
of Ohio. The other cousin located near Toledo. My father told me that 
there was an exchange of visits for many years between the Richmond Ford's, 
the Burton Ford's and the Toledo Ford's, making the trip in the winter time 
by sied. My Father said he colild well remember these visits, Without hav- 
aug any facts to support the view on account of the strong resemblance, and 
on account ef the 2act that two members of the Toledo Ford family came to 
Cleveland as lawyers and practiced law here, one of them being here yet, 
possessing the same Yord resemblance, I conclude that Henry Ford came from 
this original Ford cousin who located at Toledo. 


Of the daughters of Stephen Ford I know of my own knowledge, and as to 
much of this you know as weil. That Aletha married Samuel Hall, Kiturah 
married a mau by the name of Jolly (I think his first name was Malakiah.) 
Snrah married James Hobson, and you remember Aunt Sallie well, Letitia 
married the Rev. Jonn Miller who was a preacher of some qualification in 
the Eastern Chio Conference. It was Mary, I think who married a man by the 
name of Ball. I think his name was James as I remember often talk about Uncle 
Jimmie. One of his sons was named "Quigley" and Uncle Jimmie must have been 
an Irishmen. Quigley Ball became a lawyer, practiced in Chicago and was 
elected to the bench there about twenty years ago. I paid him a visit on 
one of my trips to Chicago and found him to be a man who seemed to fit the 
judicial position perfectly, possessing the physique, dignity and poise 
that go well with that office. No doubt I have heard to whom Nancy was 
married but at this time I am unable to say. Perhaps your Aunt Julia Mc- 
Collough might help you out on this and perhaps add much in the way of tra- 
dition that I do not now recall. 


I enjoyed very much the letter written to you by Mr. Crabbs, which 
letter I am returning to you. 


I am very glad indeed that John is taking a much needed vacation and 
trust that he will have the courage to stay away from his duties long 
enough to fully recuperate his health.

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NOTES OF INTEREST ABOUT STEPHEN FORD 


(Henry K. Ford)--Stephen Ford was born in Maryland in 1765; mar- 
ried Ruth Stevenson, April 4, 1773, at Baltimore; emigrated to 
Washington County, Pennsylvania and from thence to Ohio, in 1799, 
where he located on the southwest quarter of section 10, town- 
ship 10, range 3 of the Steubenville land district. Mr. Ford 
crossed the Allegheny Mountains on horseback, he and his wife 
carrying all their earthly possessions with them. Afterwards 
Mrs. Ford, while on a visit to her people in the East swam the 
Ohio river on horseback, a feat, perhaps, unequaled in lady 
equestrianism. They reared in their new home thirteen children, 
of whom Nicholas was the second son, born March 12, 1795. He 
was the father of ten children, of whom Henry K. Ford was the 
ninth, born near Richmond, Ohio, November 28, 1842, and educated 
at Richmond College. Mr. Ford married Margaret Jackman, daugh- 
ter of Andrew Jackman, January 14, 1868, and has three children-- 


Harry J., John and Mary E. Ford. Mr. Ford is regardéd as suc- 
cessful farmer and wool-grower.

"Stephen F. Hobson, a prominent farmer and highly respected 
citizen of Salem Township, who resides on a farm of 160 acres 
located in Section 10, was born January 1, 1833, on his present 
farm, a son of James and Sarah (Ford) Hobson. The father of our 
subject was born three miles south of the latter's farm in Salem 
Township, and was a son of Joseph and Ann Hobson, who were 
pioneers of Jefferson County, Ohio. After his marriage with 
Sarah Ford, who was a daughter of Squire Stephen Ford, James 
Hobson resided on the farm now owned by his son Stephen. This 
land was entered from the government by his father, who, in 1837, 
built the house which now stands on the places James died here 
at the age of forty years and was buried in the old Salem Town- 
ship cemetery. His wife died at the age of seventy-eight years 
and was buried in Union cemetery, of Richmond, and the children 
then removed the father's body to the same cemetery. James 
Hobson was a Quaker during his early life, but after his marriage 
became a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church.

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THE ORIGIN OF THIS HISTORY 


As you noticed in the minutes of our first Reunion, 
October, 1953, we had an attendance of 98. It was a 
very memorable day for every ons, meeting our friends, 
mingling with our neighbors, getting acquainted with 
our many cousins, and forming new friendships. 


There were six families mentioned for this Reunion; 
an explanation has already been given of their relation- 
ship. 


At our Reunion held at La Belle View Park, Donald Ford 
of Smithfield, Orio, and his nominating committee decided 
they should have an Historian, and I was nominated.

Replying to your letter of January 5th, I have very little 
information concerning the Stephen Ford family, but such as I have, is 
contained in the enclosed forms which give names, dates, etc., of the 
older generation, and I believe as far down as you will be interested 
in my records. 


The genealogist in charge of Quaker records is (if living) Mr. 
Kirk Brown, Friends School, Park Avenue & Lawrence St., Baltimore, Md. 


I met a very old Quaker gentleman who knew Charles Stevenson when 
he was a young man. He said Charles Stevenson was a Quaker, who first 
worked for Jesse Cloud at Union Bridge, Md., afterward ¢onducted White 
Hall Tavern for William Stansbury and later owned a farm end many slaves. 
The farm was situated on Littlestown Pike between Westminster and May- 
berry. He finally retired from farming and lived in Uniontown, Carroll 
County, Md. 


The Fords lived near New Windsor, Carroll County, (then a part of 
Frederick County). 


Nichodemus Bond, who married Mary Stevenson, was a brother of 
Shadrach Bond, first Governor of Illinois, 


Tradition is pretty strong that either Charles Stevenson or his 
father, or both, married Stansbury's. 


If it is true that Charles Stevenson's father was a Colonel, I 
do not imagine there were many Colonel Stevensons from Frederick or 
Carroll County, Maryland and the descent can probably be traced. 


I regret that I cannot devote more time to following this up, but 
I am very much interested, and will be glad to do anything I can to 
assist you, trusting that you will reciprocate when you can.
